Scientific Method 


“How many people are there in natural science?” This was a common question asked by numer- 
ous GSE students after the typical introductory phrase, “What are you in for?” With seventy-two 
students, natural science did make up one of the larger areas of study at GSE. Students were 
allowed to choose two areas to study out of the three fields of biology, chemistry, and physics. 

During the first three weeks of biology, all students participated in an ecological field study. 
Some students enjoyed the opportunity to spend their class time in the freedom of the outdoors 
collecting bugs and leaves, while others were not able to handle their freedom. “Ever since being 
kicked off the nature trail, my life has turned around. I have stopped talking outside and never 
again will I pick flowers and give them to girls,” said David Dail. For the last three weeks, biology 
students were given a choice to study either genetics or biochemistry. 

Students in the chemistry class spent most of their time in the lab performing experiments rang- 
ing from titration to making aspirin. Students decided making slime was by far the best lab. 

For physics, students studied relationships between matter, space, and time. They then put the 
theories they learned into practice. By building paper towers, students learned more about the 
center of gravity. 

Whether examining bugs, playing with slime, or rebuilding crushed towers, the students of natu- 


ral science were always busy with something. The Morgan-Jones Science Lab was always full of 


activity. This was the place where students learned science can be fun.

Socializing 

“Come in with answers, leave with questions.” This was the social science student’s introduction to GSE. 
The students soon learned that they were the “hub of the wheel” at GSE, because all things relate to human- 
ity--and social science. They began class by discussing the somewhat nebulous term of “social science,” 
therefore defining their purpose. 

The students were divided into two groups, attending both every day, with the exception of the third and 
sixth weeks when they stayed with their morning classes for both periods. Clem Brown’s class began with a 
discussion of man’s nature: good versus evil. The class progressed to study and debate the “conflict areas” 
of the modern world like the Arab-Israeli conflict and the Ireland dispute. Many controversial issues includ- 
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ing gay rights and affirmative action were also discussed. 

In Gary Shapiro’s class, the social science students studied revolutionary documents, economics, and 
court holdings. In the third week the students did a film study on the role of the mother in this century and 
in the sixth week conducted a mock trial involving the dropping of the atomic bomb in the second World 
War. All through the session, students were encouraged to look at the nature of man and his search for 
certainties and empiricism.

What is reality? Why do humans obtain knowledge? What is the meaning of life? These and so many 
more questions are pondered and debated, though never answered, in the mere hour and fifteen minutes allotted 
for Area II, a measly three days a week. By description, the mysterious “Area II” is a basic, though non- 
traditional, philosophy class, but each class becomes so much more. Provocative conversation pokes and prods 
at each GSE students’ brain, tearing away at old assumptions, asking each mind to examine values and beliefs 
set by upbringing, environment, friends, authority, and ever their own preconceptions. Area II provides a forum 
for voicing opinions and individual thoughts, as well as giving students the opportunity to learn from each other. 
Each class is an interesting blend of traditional and avant-garde thought mixing students all the way from the 
mountains to the coast, each bringing their own spin to those unanswerable life questions.
